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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed Feb. 9, 2004 
fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a) (2), which requires a legible 
copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be 
listed; and all other information or that portion which caused 
it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, 
but all the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

2. No copy was received for AJ, AK, AQ, AR, AS or AT. 
Therefore, these references were lined out. 

3. Reference AM was lined out for duplicating reference AD. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 1-2, 7-11 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Blaschke. Blaschke teaches an 
evaporative burner 1 for combusting fuel from a fuel supply and 
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air from an air supply, the fuel and air combined to form a 
fuel-air mixture, the evaporative burner having a swirler 31 for 
feeding air into the burner; an evaporation chamber connected to 
the swirler for receiving air and fuel, the evaporation chamber 
including a socket for accommodating an igniter assembly, the 
evaporation chamber characterized by inside walls; an igniter 
assembly at Fig. 11 coupled to the evaporation chamber, the 
igniter including an air port and a fuel port, the assembly for 
igniting the fuel-air mixture in the evaporation chamber; and a 
reverse throat 6 coupled to the evaporation chamber with raised 
ends, the raised ends reaching into the evaporation chamber. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 3-6 and 12-18 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims .
